Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agVeement was reached, or any other comments: 

The Attorney has clarified the differences between the present application and the art of record. According to atty 
Jensen, the Balogh reference is primarily concerned with the slow passage of air i.e., an air cushion OR sound, from 
one passage to another, or to the ambient environment. Balogh effectively slowely dissipates/passes an air cushion 
from its' chamber so as to make the most possible use of the sound present. 

While the immediate invention is primarily concerned with quickly passing air i.e., the air cushion, from one chamber to 
another and out of the sound box, such that an air cushion's overlap with a successively formed air cushion is avoided. 
The Examiner has advised the Attoryney to amend the claims thereby adding functional language which would more 
clearly describe the fore-mentioned differences.
